In the case of a school where English is the 
language of instruction the only third-class certificate 
that is recognized is one that was obtaine several 
years ago and was later validated by a regulation of the 
Department of Education at Toronto. I understand thet 
there are few of these and a teacher holding one of them 
would have great difficulty in obtaining a position in 
either a public or separate school in the Province of 
Ontario.

May I draw your attention again to the need of a second 
teacher in our school. 


In a recent survey I have found out that about sixteen 
pupils will enter school for the first time in September. 
This will increase the registration to sixty. I need not go 
into detail re the difficulty of handling such a large number. 
Two problems, however, stand out prominently: 


CANADA 
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lst, The larger boys, for want of attention and variety in 
their work, grow disgusted and wish to give school up entirely; 
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Qnd, The little ones, not getting sufficient attention, 
form habits of idleness etc. which remain with them and, as 
progress is naturally slow where English is not understood, 
these juniors who should pass into second year at least at the 
end of two years, remain primers, or at best, firsts. They in 
turn will be beyond their grade age in a few years and become 
restless and disinterested in the work.

On May 12th I discussed this question with Agent Laurence 
and Inspector Greening. They both agreed that a second 
teacher was essential if any real progress was to be made, 


If the work on our living apartments can be completed 
as I outlined for Mr. Laurence, we will have an extra room 
which can be used as a bedroom in case of necessity. This 
would permit a third person to live in the teacherage. 


There is question of opening a class in the basement.

The question of having water in the house seems to 
present difficulty. I might tell you that since December 
our pump has been out of order and we have been carrying 
water from a spring quite a distance from the school. 
Everyone has been using this pump and, naturally, it gets 
out of order. If the water were in the house this difficulty 
would be overcome. Permission was given to buy a new pump 
and also for repairs on the old one, but men were absent 
from the reserve trapping and we had not ones who understood 
the work; consequently the new pump reclined peacefully in 
the basement till about a week ago. The men are installing 


it today. 


Regarding the second classroom, no doubt you will hear 
from Mr. Laurence and Mr. Greening. I know this matter will 
meet with your kind co-operation and help.

I would suggest to appoint Mr Constable Bisson take care of 
the school. The teacher would write to him when she needs something. 
The chief should be forbidden to have anything to do with the teacher 
if he has some grudge against her he would tell the missionary, 
who will see to it. As for the fuel, he should not be paid before 
he has finished to split it, for the use of the cooking. It is 
quite e burden for the teacher to go 2 or 3 times a week to ask 
for fuel principally from such a man. 

Mr¢ Bisson meets the chief nearly every dey, at Massey, eo he 
could tell him what to do and the teacher would let him know whether 
the chief does it or not. 

As for Mr Rothera he is too kinds... 

Miss Sloan tells me that she does not think of coming back 
next year. I don't think she is to be blamed after two years of 
such an exile and of so many hardships.

Sloan, teacher, came to pay me a visit and in tearsm she told me 


how hard it was to stay there. And the cause of the difficulties

is the chief. The teacher is slaved by him, everywhere even in her 


class. She should be obsolutely independent of him, a poor Indian 
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who cannot sign his name. Till now the teacher depends on him, 
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or to fix the school or to solit the wood necessary for cooking, etc. 
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He is paid for that, but as it bathers him to be asked, not doing as 


Indian 


he should do, he gets angry and gets rid of the teacher quick and so 
the poor girl is obliged to split her wood as she had to do for 
two months last fall and frequently at other times. 

If he is told something by his adopted yirl, she being scolded 
for her misbehaviour, he goes hirself or he sends his simpleton son 
Johm, to scold the teacher. That John told the girl not to accept 
any punishment from the teacher, because she is not the chief. At 
last she got the girl out the school, after much trouble.

The Department is informed that the teacher of 
the Sagamook Indian Day School has been having difficulty 
with Chief Louis Solomon, regarding the splitting of the 
wood necessary for cooking and in connection with other 
work to whieh he should attend. It is stated that the 
teachor has been obliged to split her own wood, which she 
did for two months last fall and frequently at other times. 
We are informed that the Chief neglected to put on one of 
the storm windows, although asked repeatedly by the teacher 
to do so, also that one pane of glass is required. It is 
stated, further, that the Chief and his son, John, have 
interfered with the work in the olassroom. 


The account which you submitted, for work done 
at the school by John Solomon in putting 30 cords of wood 
into the woodshed and taking down the storm windows, will 
not be paid until the Department hearse from you as to 
whether Solomon is faithfully performing these services. 


I may say the Department expects that an agent 
will see that the Indians or others do not interfere with 
the teacher's activities in the classroom and that, when 
the work of supplying and splitting wood is @iven, it will 
be properly done. It has been suggested that, in future, 
Constable Bessaw perform the work that has been carried 
out by Chief Solomon ond that, if this arrangement were 
made, there would be no cause for complaint. 
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I have to request that you will enquire personally 
into the above matters and furnish the Department with a 
full report, stating whether Chief Solomon attends promptly 
to any duties which the teacher requires in the taking off

The Sagamook Indian , School has been closed for 
about three years, owing to the ct that the school is not 
properly located. 


A proposal has now been submitted to the Department 
that the building be torn down during the present winter and the 
lumber transported to the new site where it would be available 
for building next year. When you next visit this reserve, the 
Department would appreciate if you would make some inquiries 
and ascertain if a responsible party could be secured to 
supervise this proposed work, also what it would cost to have 
the work done. 


In the event of it going ahead, the Department would 
require definite assurance that some one would be responsible 
for seeing that none of the lumber is stolen when it is removed 
to the proposed new site of the school. 


Our funds are so limited this year that it will not 
be possible to decide whether or not this work will proceed 
until your report has been received. I would, therefore, re~ 
quest that, while your inquiries should be thorough, no definite 
intimation should be given to the Indians that the Department 
intends to do this work.

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There is a Protestant Anglican school on the River pank,scross from 
Mr. Cole's farm. Of course a ou know the Catholics are not all- 
owed to send their children there without dispensation from the 
Catholic Bishop,which he will not grant. 

‘As soon as the Indians in that locality heard that I was appointed 
to Sagamok,some of them began sending their children to the Protestant 
school.

y ®chool, on the Spanish River Reserve, on January 21st. 


Ottawa, February 1, 1936. 


The building had been completed at the end of December, and 
8 were opened on January 7th. 


Miss Kelly, who was appointed teacher, holds a First Class 
Certificate and has had Normal School training. She appeared to 
be very much interested in her work. Twenty-six (26) children were 
present on the date of my visit, and the school register showed that 
this number had attended since the opening. It is expected that 
about fourteen (14) more children will attend as soon as weather 
conditions improve. 


This school is well situated, and the majority of the child- 
ren live a comparatively short distance from the school. 


The building was erected by day labour, under a foreman, 
according to plan supplied the Agent by our Architect. It is one 
of the finest day schools that I have ever seen, and I feel that 
the Indian Agent deserves credit for the manner in which he has 
supervised the work, The building is 50' x 22', with a fine class- 
room; also living room, kitchen and bedroom for the teacher. There 
4s a cement basement under the school, The posts in the basement 
are also made of cement. This basement is about 7' high and has 
ample room for storing wood. 


Approximately two acres around the school was cleared, 
stumped and levelled. As a result, there will be plenty of room 
for playgrounds and, in addition, 4t reduces the fire hazard, as 
there is no bush near the school, 


The only desks in the school are 9 double desks, seating 16 
children, which were used in the old school. Twenty-two new single 
desks are reauired, and I would recommend that these be ordered as 
soon as possible, 


Owing to the supervision of the Agent, the furniture for the 
teacher's residence used in the old building had been carefully 
stored and has been removed to the new school, As a result, no 
further equipment in this regard 1s required at the present time, 


Water is obtained from a spring near the school, and two new 
toilets were erected,
